Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966. 

After  increasing  steadily  for  several  years  the  corrected  birth  rate  of  16.89 
showed  a slight  downward  trend.  The  number  of  births  exceeded  deaths  for 
the  third  year  in  succession;  a natural  increase  in  population  of  23  being 
recorded  for  the  year.  Due  to  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in 
the  early  neonatal  period  the  infant  mortality  rate  rose  sharply  to  30.39,  a 
figure  well  above  the  national  average.  To  put  this  apparently  alarming  in- 
crease into  proper  perspective  it  should  be  noted  that  five  of  these  deaths  followed 
multiple  premature  births  in  two  mothers,  one  of  whom  gave  birth  to  twins 
and  one  to  triplets.  In  addition,  three  of  the  five  other  early  neonatal  deaths 
were  due  to  congenital  heart  disease,  one  being  additionally  complicated  by 
diabetes  of  the  newborn.  The  increase  in  both  still  birth  and  early  neonatal 
rates  combined  to  give  a perinatal  mortality  rate  of  43.36  compared  with  15,58 
for  the  previous  year.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  for  Mid-Sussex  as  a whole 
(23.45),  a figure  of  greater  statistical  significance,  remained  well  within  the 
national  average  (26.3).  Expressed  as  a percentage  of  total  live  births  the 
illegitimacy  rate  was  4.97.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH, 

TETANUS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS 

The  following  tabulated  figures  mainly  represent  ‘ booster  ’ injections 
given  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  children  in  the  age  group  18  to  21 
months  at  the  special  Immunisation  Clinics  in  Burgess  Hill  and  Haywards 
Heath  together  with  those  carried  out  in  older  children,  throughout  the  Mid- 
Sussex  area,  at  routine  visits  to  the  schools. 
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In  his  Annual  Report  for  1966  the  County  Medical  Officer  reported  that 
in  November  a letter  had  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  congratu- 
lating East  Sussex  on  being  one  of  the  nine  local  health  authorities  in  England 
and  Wales  with  acceptance  rates  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  well  above 
the  national  average. 

In  the  most  recent  returns  it  would  seem  that,  in  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole,  71  % of  children  born  in  1963,  and  65%  of  children  born  in  1964  had 
been  recorded  as  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  by  the  31st  December,  1965. 
East  Sussex  had  percentages  of  79%  for  children  born  in  1963,  and  83%  for 
children  born  in  1964.

INTERNATIONAL  CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION  AGAINST 
SMALLPOX  AND  CHOLERA 

During  the  year  4,605  certificates  were  authenticated  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, an  increase  of  3,051  over  the  previous  year. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

One  hundred  and  twenty  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year  and,  of  the  total  notifications  received,  62  were  attributed  to  measles 
and  9 to  scarlet  fever.  There  were  34  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia,  32  of  which 
occurred  in  hospital.  Eight  cases  of  dysentery,  4 cases  of  infective  hepatitis 
and  one  case  of  food  poisoning  were  also  notified. 

Sonne  Dysentery 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  several  cases  occurred  in  families  in  the 
Haywards  Heath  area.  Increased  attention  to  personal  hygiene  was  advised, 
and  by  way  of  emphasis,  disinfectant  hand  rinses  were  set  up  in  the  primary 
schools. 

Infective  Hepatitis 

Three  of  the  four  cases  notified  occurred  sporadically  throughout  the 
district.  The  remaining  case,  a boy  of  8 years,  was  associated  with  an  outbreak 
at  a Preparatory  Boarding  School  in  the  Cuckfield  Rural  District.  During 
the  foregoing  outbreak,  which  smouldered  on  throughout  the  year,  a total  of 
30  cases  was  reported.  At  no  time  was  there  any  evidence  of  dissemination  of 
the  infection  via  the  school  kitchen  and  it  was,  in  fact,  possible  to  establish  at 
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an  early  stage  (based  on  known  contact  between  one  case  and  another)  that 
the  incubation  period  was  approximately  thirty-five  days.  In  spite  of  early 
intervention  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  (Cuckfield  Rural)  and  myself, 
which  led  to  a general  tightening  up  of  environmental  hygiene  at  the  school, 
the  outbreak  continued  throughout  the  year  and  finally  spilt  over  into  the 
surrounding  district  where  sporadic  cases  appeared  in  the  late  autumn.  When, 
on  investigation,  it  was  found  that  the  father  of  one  of  the  foregoing  was 
employed  as  a key  worker  in  a food  factory  in  the  Cuckfield  Urban  District, 
it  became  necessary  to  take  immediate  steps  to  deal  with  the  situation  in  the 
interests  of  public  health.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  management  and  of 
the  employee,  the  latter  was  requested  to  cease  work  for  a period  of  at  least  six 
weeks  and  payment  of  compensation  for  loss  of  earnings  was  arranged  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961. 

Food  Poisoning  (Salmonella  typhimurium) 

The  timing  of  the  symptoms  in  the  above  case  indicated  that  the  infection 
was  almost  certainly  acquired  abroad.  No  further  investigations  were  con- 
sidered necessary. 

Influenza  Outbreak  at  a Boys’  Boarding  School 

In  late  January  a family  doctor  with  responsibilities  for  the  medical  care 
of  a Boys’  Boarding  School  in  the  southern  half  of  the  Rural  District  reported 
an  outbreak  of  an  “ Influenza-like  ” illness  in  the  lower  school. 

On  the  4th  February  I visited  the  school  with  the  District  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  took  blood  from  two  acute  cases.  This  procedure  was  repeated 
with  the  same  two  boys  on  the  25th  February,  the  blood  samples  on  both 
occasions  being  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Brighton.  On 
the  1 1th  March  the  laboratory  reported  that  both  pairs  of  sera  taken  from  the 
cases  referred  to  above  showed  a rise  of  titre  in  antibodies  consistent  with  a 
diagnosis  of  infection  with  influenza  virus  B.  Often  influenza  is  suspected 
in  an  area  on  clinical  grounds  alone,  but  little  attempt  is  made  to  identify  the 
virus.  I was,  therefore,  particularly  grateful  on  this  occasion  to  have  been 
given  an  early  warning  by  the  doctor  attending  the  school. 

Sonne  Dysentery  at  a Residential  Nursery  in  the  Mid-Sussex  Area  (Westminster 
City  Council) 

In  late  January  two  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  were  notified  in  children 
who  had  recently  been  admitted  to  the  Nursery  from  the  London  area.  The 
incident  was  discussed  with  the  matron  and  nothing  further  was  heard  until 
mid-March,  when  the  family  doctor  in  charge  informed  me  that  a child,  who 
had  been  admitted  to  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  for 
observation,  had  been  found  to  be  excreting  Shigella  sonnei.  Faecal  specimens 
were  collected  from  all  the  children  and  staff  in  the  Nursery,  and  in  due  course 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  reported  that  eight  children  and  three  adults 
were  positive  excretors.  Arrangements  were  made  for  all  the  staff  and 
children  to  receive  a course  of  oral  Streptomycin  and  a disinfectant 
hand  rinse  was  advised  for  the  staff  following  normal  “ scrubbing  up  ” pro- 
cedures. It  was  also  suggested  that,  in  the  case  of  the  children,  hexachlorophane 
dusting  powder  should  be  used  as  part  of  the  toilet  drill.  No  further  admissions 
to  the  Nursery  were  allowed  at  this  stage. 

In  due  course  three  consecutive  negative  specimens  were  obtained  from 
the  original  positive  excretors,  and  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Nursery  was 
informed  that,  as  far  as  my  department  was  concerned,  there  was  no  reason 
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why  the  Nursery  should  not  reopen.  During  this  incident  over  forty  specimens 
were  collected  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SURVEY 

The  Unit  visited  Cuckfield  and  Lindfield  during  September,  1966.

Out  of  a total  of  557  persons  presenting  themselves  for  chest  radiography 
no  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  is  only  one  public  swimming  pool  in  the  Urban  District.  It  is 
privately  owned.  Mains  water  is  used  for  filling  at  the  beginning  of  the  season 
and  is  changed  from  time  to  time  during  the  summer  months.  The  water  at 
the  pool  is  treated  by  pressure  filters,  aeration  and  chlorination. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  three  Private  Schools,  a County  Grammar 
School,  a Secondary  Modern  School  and  a County  Primary  School  with  open- 
air  swimming  pools  in  their  grounds.  There  is  also  a private  housing  estate 
with  a swimming  pool.  All  were  supervised  throughout  the  bathing  season. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

(i)  The  water  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the 
Mid-Sussex  Water  Company.  This  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Monthly  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  and  all  were  re- 
ported as  being  satisfactory. 

(ii)  The  Company  carried  out  monthly  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
raw  water.  The  water  was  chlorinated  after  filtration. 

(iii)  The  supply  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(iv)  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  supply  being  contaminated. 

(v)  Every  house  in  the  district  is  provided  with  a piped  supply  direct  to 
the  house. 
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HOUSING 

Mr.  C.  A.  C.  Ford,  Housing  Manager,  has  kindly  furnished  the  following 
report  on  the  Council’s  housing  activities  for  the  year. 


PROPERTIES  FOR  LETTING 
Applications  for  Accommodation 

There  was  a slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  new  applications  for  housing 
accommodation  received  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  the  previous  two 
years,  but,  because  of  delays  in  the  building  of  further  new  dwellings,  the  number 
of  applications  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1966  increased  to  342,  which  is  the 
highest  figure  since  1953.

Properties  under  Control  or  in  Course  of  Construction 

At  the  end  of  the  year  only  six  dwellings  of  the  fifty-four  now  being  built 
for  letting  at  Eastern  Road  and  Newton  Road,  Lindfield,  were  occupied  and 
the  scheme  of  109  houses  to  be  built  by  industrialised  methods  at  Hanbury 
Lane,  Haywards  Heath,  had  not  started,  which  accounts  for  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  applications  outstanding. 

However,  at  the  time  these  notes  were  compiled,  thirty-two  dwellings  at 
Lindfield  had  become  available  for  letting,  and  the  site  at  Haywards  Heath 
was  expected  to  produce  houses  for  occupation  by  September. 

The  number  of  dwellings  for  letting  under  the  control  of  the  Council  at 
the  end  of  1966  was  1,082. 

During  the  year  the  Council  examined  the  position  with  regard  to  a large 
number  of  elderly  persons  in  privately  owned  properties,  some  owner-occupied, 
who  have  applied  for  smaller  accommodation,  and  also  a number  of  older 
Council  tenants,  either  married  couples  or  widows  living  alone  and  occupying 
houses  larger  than  they  now  require.  Two  schemes  have  been  prepared  in 
outline  for  meeting  this  need,  to  be  sited  in  Haywards  Heath  and  Cuckfield, 
and  with  resident  wardens’  accommodation  to  offer  some  supervision  to  the 
elderly  occupants  of  such  accommodation.  It  is  also  planned  to  incorporate 
in  one  of  these  developments  one  or  two  units  specially  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  young  disabled  persons  of  whom  there  now  seem  to  be  a few  cases 
requiring  consideration. 

The  Council  gave  further  thought  to  the  sale  of  existing  houses  to  sitting 
tenants  who  had  occupied  such  dwellings  for  a period  of  not  less  than  five 
years,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  policy  of  selling  up  to  six  houses  per  year 
should  continue. 

Works  to  improve  the  standard  of  pre-war  houses  continued  throughout 
the  year  and  all  are  now  fitted  with  electric  power  points  as  well  as  lighting. 
Attempts  are  being  made,  where  the  tenant  wishes,  to  replace  older-type  baths 
with  a modern  pattern  and  wash-hand  basin. 
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PROPERTIES  FOR  SALE 

At  the  time  of  compilation  of  these  notes,  six  houses  were  in  the  course  of 
construction  at  Lindfield  and  will  bring  the  total  number  built  expressly  for 
sale  up  to  197. 

There  continues  to  be  a demand  for  houses  for  sale  from  local  residents, 
particularly  from  young  people,  and  in  an  overall  consideration  of  housing 
policy  recently  undertaken,  which  included  future  development,  it  was  agreed 
that  part  of  land  still  available  for  future  development  should  be  reserved  for 
building  a limited  number  of  houses  for  sale. 

The  number  of  applications  for  houses  for  sale  at  the  end  of  the  year  stood 
at  94. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951 

Section  47 

This  Section  provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  from  their  homes  of 
elderly,  infirm  or  incapacitated  persons,  who  are  not  receiving  proper  care  and 
attention  and  are  often  living  on  their  own  under  poor  and  insanitary  conditions. 

On  the  23rd  February  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  an  Order  for  the  compul- 
sory removal  of  an  old  lady  resident  in  the  urban  area.  The  case  first  came  to 
our  notice  about  18  months  earlier,  when  the  woman’s  husband  appealed  to  us 
for  assistance  on  the  grounds  that  his  wife,  a chronic  alcoholic,  had 
become  increasingly  dirty  in  her  habits  and  generally  unable  to  cope  with 
domestic  affairs. 

Unsuccessful  attempts  were  made  to  solve  the  problem  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Health  Visiting  and  Home  Help  Services,  but  the  husband’s  health  and 
ability  to  cope  with  the  situation  steadily  deteriorated  and  he  approached  the 
District  Welfare  Officer  and  myself  with  a view  to  our  obtaining  a place  for 
him  in  a County  Welfare  Home,  provided  that,  at  the  same  time,  arrangements 
were  made  for  his  wife  to  be  properly  cared  for.  In  due  course  the  husband 
was  admitted  to  Welfare  Accommodation  and,  within  a few  hours,  steps  were 
taken  under  the  above  Act  to  have  the  wife  removed  to  a Geriatric  Ward  at 
Cuckfield  Hospital. 


W.R.V.S.  MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE- 
HA  YW  ARDS  HEATH  AREA 

During  the  period  January  to  December,  1966,  a total  of  4,024  meals  was 
provided,  being  an  increase  of  1,407  over  the  previous  year.  Since  the  inception 
of  this  Service  in  December,  1961,  a total  of  13,792  meals  has  been  provided. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  local  W.R.V.S.  for  the  steady  expansion  of  this 
valuable  service. 


HOME  SAFETY  EXHIBITION 

With  the  enthusiastic  co-operation  of  local  schools  and  other  agencies, 
the  Burgess  Hill  Urban  District  Council  sponsored  a Home  Safety  Exhibition 
in  November  at  the  Women’s  Institute  Hall.  One  of  the  main  features  of  the 
exhibition  was  a display  of  home  safety  posters  by  local  schoolchildren,  for 
which  prizes  were  awarded  by  the  Burgess  Hill  Council.

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IMPROVEMENT  GRANT  SURVEY 


So  far  three  areas  comprising  585  houses  have  been  surveyed  and  at  the 
time  of  survey  it  was  found  that  366  had  all  five  standard  amenities  and  219 
lacked  some  or  all  of  them.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  148  houses 
still  to  be  modernized.  These  148  houses  comprise  61  owner  occupiers  (34  by 
old  people),  86  tenanted  houses  (44  by  old  people),  and  one  vacant  house.

There  were  21  complaints  of  moulds,  foreign  bodies,  insects,  etc.  affecting 
food — 15  less  than  in  1965.  All  complaints  were  thoroughly  investigated.

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MILK  SAMPLING 


During  the  year  34  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  test  and  all  were 
free  from  tubercle  bacilli,  but  organisms  of  the  Brucella  type  were  isolated 
from  4 samples.  Four  other  samples  had  inconclusive  results.  All  the  above 
milk  samples  were  screened  for  penicillin  content  and  reported  by  the  laboratory 
to  be  satisfactory. 


ICE-CREAM 

There  are  no  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  in  this 
district.  Fifty-two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  wrapped  ice-cream. 


ICE-CREAM  SAMPLING 

One  hundred-and-one  samples  of  ice-cream  were  tested  during  the  year, 
eighty  were  grade  I,  eighteen  were  grade  II  and  three  were  grade  III. 

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-seven  samples  of  ice-cream  have 
been  taken  since  1949,  of  which  1,008  were  grade  I,  369  grade  II,  54  grade  III 
and  6 grade  IV. 


THE  LICENSING  ACT,  1961

DISINFESTATIONS 


The  public  seek  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Department  in  dealing  with 
infestations  of  all  kinds  and,  where  possible,  this  is  given.  Wasps  are  dealt 
with  either  by  liquid  insecticide  or  Cymag,  and  when  practicable,  the  nests 
are  removed.  The  operator  is  allowed  to  use  his  discretion  as  to  whether  or  not 
he  can  safely  deal  with  wasps’  nests  and  if  there  is  obvious  risk  he  may  decline 
to  do  so.  A charge  is  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  this  work.

PIGEONS 

For  some  years  pigeons  nesting  under  the  railway  bridge  close  to  the 
Railway  Station  have  been  a serious  nuisance.  Early  in  1966  there  were  more 
than  70  birds  located  there  and  in  conjunction  with  British  Railways  a Pigeon 
Pest  Specialist  was  employed  to  clear  the  area  of  pigeons.  In  July  he  carried  out 
this  work  and  to  date  there  has  been  no  re-infestation.

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  and  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  properties  found  to  be  infested  with  mice,  though  the  number 
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infested  with  rats  has  again  decreased.  The  increase  in  the  numbers  concerning 
mice  may  well  be  due  to  the  fact  that  more  householders  are  becoming  aware 
of  this  service  being  available  to  them.  During  the  year  144  dead  rats  were 
found. 


RATS  AND  MICE— SEWERS 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  Council’s  sewers  was  carried  out  in  July. 
Seventy-eight  manholes  were  test  baited  and  the  sewers  were  found  to  be  free 
of  rats. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  shops  are  registered  under  the  above  Act  for  the  sale  of  pet  animals 
and  during  the  year  six  visits  were  made  to  them.
